Keeping faith with the thrilling 
attacking soccer that has made 
them one of the most entertaining 
sides in the tournament. Argentina 
scored two goals more than they 
needed to clinch their final place 

Brazil's earlier 3-1 victory over 
Poland had left Argentina to win by 
four goals to snatch the qualifying 
place from Group B. Under 
crucifying pressure from an 
hysterical crowd at the Rosario 
Centru! stadium, they could be ex- 
cused their early nervousness. 

But once mighty Marlo Kempes 
blasted them into the lead, there 
was no stopping the Argentine goal 
machine and Peru crumbied 
before the onslaught 

Argentina threw everything into 
attack form the very first minute 
but their nerves and the terrible 
pressure of carrying the hopes of 
25 million compatriots prevented 
them from making the most of their 
immediate domination of the 
march. 

In fact, they almost conceded 
two goals to flying Peruvians Juan 
Munante and Juan Obiites in the 
first 15 minutes on breakaways aS 
the entire Argentine side forged 
into the Peruvian Halil. 

But once Argentina got their first 
goal-a brilliant solo effort by Mario 
Kempes — Peru were no longer in 
the game. 

Argentina piled on the pressure, 
settled down to playing attacking 
football and tore the Peruvian 
defence apart time and time 
again 

They hit the bar, they hit the 
post, and just when it seemed their 
fire was dying, they got the 
desperately needed second goal 
two minutes from half time. 

A perfect corner from the right 
from Daniel Bertoni found 
defender Alberto Tarantini who 
headed it powerfully past Peru's 
Argentine-born goalkeeper Ramon 
Quiroga.

BUENOS AIRES, Dutch manager Ernst Happel 
refused to attend the post-match press conference after 
Holland had lost 1-3 to Argentina in the World Cup final. 


Argentina manager Cesar Menotti, look- 
ing happy but exhausted, said Argentina had 
proved that an attacking side could win the 
Wortd Cup. . 

“We have shown that with talent, courage 
in attack and planning a team which knows 
how to attack, we can become world cham- 
pions,” he said. 

Menotti declined to pick out any particular 
member of his team for special praise. 
“Everything has been important and every 
player was aware of the importance of 
defending the presitge of Argentine football,” 
he said. 

in answer to another question he said that 
in the past Argentina had won their matches 
by having brilllant individuals. “Today we 
showed that we could become world cham- 
pions by being a team”. 

He said Holland had been careless in the 
way they attacked during extra-time and this 
had cost them the match. “It was a meeting of 
the two most courageous and aggressive 
teams and | think Argentina has won very 
fairly,” he said, adding that Argentina had the 
top scorer in the finals in Marlo Kempes. 

Menotti declined to say the victory meant 
Argentina was the best team in the world but 
he noted that two South American teams had 
finished in the top three. : 


“This does not mean that South America 
soccer is better but it does mean that we are 
competitive,” he said. : 


Asked to comment on a statement by 
Brazilian Manager Claudio Coutinho that 
Brazil, who finished third were the moral 
champions, Menotti said: “! would like to 
congratulate Coutinho on his moral cham- 
pionship. | hope he will congratulate me for 
the real one Argentina has won.” 


Brazil were undefeated in the tournament, 
while Argentina lost one match to Italy. 


Menotti was asked again whether he 
would now retire as national coach, “I said 
that on June 25 the cycle of Menotti would be 
concluded. There are many things to be con- 
sidered if Menotti is to continue. Today if | 
were asked to stay on | would say no, as | 
have not got the energy to begin all over 
again,” he replied. 


Pressed to be more precise Menotti ad- 
ded: “Somebody once said that there were 
no friends among conquerers, sot would like

to be with my friends and then | would like to 
see If | could open a cupboard in my room 
without a football player falling out.” 

He declined to discuss the bonus the 
Argentine players would receive. “l am in- 
capable of thinking of money now. We are 
going through a very different kind. of hap- 
piness at this time which Is much more im~- 
portant than money,” he said. 

He said the problem of the number of 
Argentine players who now move to a foreign 
club would create difficulties in maintaining 
the standard of football here. 

“The problem is not that we are losing 
players but that we are losing teachers and 
something has to be done to make it possible 
for them to stay,” he sald.

The Peruvians by this time were 
merely pawns on the field to be 


captured by the Argentine knights 
and six minutes later Luque got his 
second goal to make i 6-0. 

Omar Larrosa who was doing a 
good job of replacing the injured 
Osvaido Ardiles, latched onto a 
defensive error to put in anoiner ot 
those long balls wich Luque loves 
to chase and again he powered his 
way through to score. 

Arentinia’s defence was once 
again sound and tn midfield they 
reigned supreme, but they were 
never under pressure.

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The mediocre West Germans 
had never looked championship 
material at any stage of the tourna- 
ment but It was doubly devastating 
wher dynamic Austrian striker 
Hans Krankl inflicted their first 
defeat here by driving home an 
88th minute winning goal.

‘CHANGE THE SYSTEM!’ 


BUENOS AIRES, — Claudio Coutinho, 
manager of the Brazilian team which took 
third place in the World Cup by beating Italy 
2-1, said he thought it would be better if 
future final tournaments reverted to the 
straight knock-out system. 


Coutinho said: “The pre- 
sent system does not always 
reflect the full merit of teams 
that do not reach the final. | 
am not objecting as | knew the 
rules in advance but | am 
strongly suggesting that there 


could be a better system”. 

He thought that the knock-out 
system would be better. The last 
two World Cups have been 
decided on a league basis, with the 
last eight teams In two groups and 
with the winners meeting in the 
final. 

The knock-out system was used 
In 1966 and 1970 with the last eight 
teams playing sudden death 
matches with quarter-finals and 
semi-finals preceding the final. 

Coutinho said he was pleased 
with the result of the match against 
Italy and said Brazil deserved third 
place. 

Coutinho announced that his 
work with the Brazilian football 
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squad was now Over. 

“A year ago, | was invited by the 
Brazilian Sports Federation to. take 
charge of the team for the World 
Cup. My work is finished today. I 
am very happy and very honoured 
to have been given the job. | realise 
| have limitations but | am very 
pleased with the way my players 
performed and with the result they 
received,” he said. 

When asked if he thought Brazil 
should really be in the final, 
Coutinho replied cautiously: “| am 
only pointing out that we are un- 
deteated and not saying who 
deserves to be in the final.” 

As he left the Press conference 
room italian manager Enzo Bear- 
zot warmly embraced Coutinho 
and kissed him on both cheeks 

Bearzot blamed the two second 
half unexpected goals from Brazil 
for Italy's defeat. 

“Nelinho’s first kick was very 
vicious, very difficult and had a 
terrible special effect that com- 
pletely fooled Zoff. The second was 
also violent and came through a 
forest of legs that prevented Zoff 
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from seeing the ball until It was too 
late,” he sald 

He added that Italy had played 
the best football of the cham- 
pionship and sald that Italy's 2-1 
victory over France was the best 
game of the tournament. He aiso 
said Italy's 0-0 draw against West 
Germany was particularly satisty- 
ing as ttaly had managed to con- 
tain the opponents they feared 
most and dominated throughout. 

Italy were forced by injuries and 
the suspension of two players to 
make major changes In their team 
for the match against Brazil. 

Manager Bearzot had to bring In 
three new players to replace 
suspended Romeo Benettl and 
Marco Tardelll and also had to 
replace Renato Zaccarolll, injured 
in Italy's tast match against 
Holland. 

Bearzot was forced to use un- 
tried Patrizio Sala and Aldo 
Maldera as well as bringing back 
Peel midfielder Glancarlo 

t 

Brazil made two changes from 
the team which beat Poland 3-1 in 
their previous match. 

Coutinho brought in Rodri 
Neto to replace cefender Toninho 
and Jorge Mendonca instead of 
Zico in the forward line. Both 
Toninho and Zico were injured in 
the Poland match. 

The ltallans went straight into 
the attack after the whistie and for 
the first few minutes looked the 
more ftiuent team. 

But as the game progressed 
their weaknesses in midfield 
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became apparent and the 
Brazilians appeared to hold an in- 
itiative mounting several 
dangerous attacks. 

italy were unlucky not to score in 
the opening moments of the 
match. 

The brilliant Franco Causio 
started a move down the right from 
which the ttalians won: a free kick 
Se outside the Brazillan penalty

Antognoni, whose kicking skill 
the Italians have missed in 
matches where he has been drop- 
ped, forced Brazilian goalkeeper 
Lego to dive to save. 

A few seconds later Antognon! 
had another long range try from 25 
metres, hitting the crossbar. 

in the 38th minute Rossel raced 
down the right and sent across a 
perfect centre for Causlo who 
made no mistake with a simple 
header to put Italy one ahead. 

In the fast few minutes the 
Italians, enlivened by thelr goal, 
roared into attack again and again 
and were unlucky not to score 
twice more. 

In the first part of the second half 
the Brazilians tried desperately to 
ralse their game and get the 
equaliser. 

Italy's most effective defender, 
the tought Claudio Gentile, stuck 
to Brazilian dangerman 
“Dynamite” Roberto like a leech, 
refusing to give him space. 

But the Brazillans continued 
their onslaught, 

In the 63rd minute the Brazitian 
pressure paid off then Naelinho 
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S.Mens 


with one of the marvellous 
poet bs shots for which he ts 
famous. 

The Brazilians came alive and it 
looked as If the Italians might make 
the same mistake as they did 
against Holland when they went 
ahead In the first half, then lost 
their rhythm and allowed the Dutch 
to beat them 2-1. 

The Brazilians went ahead In 
the 70th minute after the Itallan 
defenders gave Dirceu far too 
much space and tine fo make 
another long range goal. 

Roberto Rivelino, brought on a 
few minutes earlier, sent the ball 
through to George Mendoca. He 
chested it down for Dirceu who 
carefully judged the bouncing ball, 
while Itallan defenders appeared 
‘to stand and stare, and then ham- 
mered It in from 25 metres. 

Italy fed 1-0 at half time.

Roberto Bettega, Paolo 
Rossi and Franco Causio 
were being hailed as among 
the greatest forwards of the 
serles, Marco Tardelll and 
Romeo Benettl among the 
greatest midfielders and 
Gaetano Sclrea as one of the 
best sweepers. 

italy faced the more difficult 
task, as it had to win this 
match while Holland only had 
to draw, but the Italians’ form, 
with the exception of the dis- 
appointing 1-0 win against 
Austria, had been good 
enough. 

1 can picture the jubilation of the 
many ltallans in Australla when 
their team started brilliantly, tear- 
ing great holes on the right edge of 
the Dutch defence, and finally go- 
ing into the lead before half time. 

I can also imagine the utter de- 
jection of these fans as they 
watched on television as Italy 
collapsed completely and was 
finally beaten 2-1 by the superior 
Dute 

Italians everywhere are still ask- 
ing themselves how it possibly 
could have happened — how their 
team allowed Itself to be deprived 
of a place In the final after holding 
all the aces. 

The reasons, as | saw them, 
were: 

@ ttaly made a grave mistake in 
believing it could concentrate 
more on defending its one-goal 
lead than on continuing to push 
men forward; 

@ The Italian attack was 
drastically weakened by the 
replacement of Franco Causio by 
Claudio Sala at half time — a 
replacement which, to me, remains 
a mystery; . 

@ The work-rate and fighting 
spirit of Romeo Benettt diminished 
after he had been shown the yellow 
card and been hurt by an acciden- 
tal kick from Johnny Rep’; 

@ Bettega faded right out of the 
game after half time, lsaving Ross 
an impossible task, especially 
since he was marked so well by 
Wim Jansen, 

@ Italy had been lulled into a 
false sense of security by Holland’s 
defensive stance in the first half — 
a stance typified by Johan 
Neesken's role as Rossi's shadow 
In defence; 

@ The Italians became con- 
fused by the mesmerising 
positional switches of the Dutch 
players — all of whom seemed to 
be everywhere all the time; 

@ And finally and most impor- 
tant, the Italians made no attempt 
to stop Ruud Krol from con- 
structing Holland's game from the 
rear. Krol was, without a doubt, the 
outstanding man of this match, 
although he did make a few errors 
while under pressure in defence 
early on.

One of the reasons for Holland's 
improvement in the second half 
was that Neeskens was pushed 
forward Into an attacking midfield 
role, jieaving Jansen to cover Rossi.

Special praise must go to Ernie 
Brandis, the incredibly mobile 
defender of PSV Eindhoven, who 
got into the team only because of 
an injury to Wim Rijsbergen. 

Brandts, who had scored in 
Holland's 5-1 victory over Austria, 
was everywhere In attack and 
atoned for his own goal in the first 
half by Holland back into

Both of Holland's goals were 
spectacular long-range efforts, the 
second coming from Haan who hit 
a powerful, swerving drive from 
almost 30 metres.

Bettega played a one-two with 
Rossi to break through the middie 
and face Schrijvers running out. 
Before Bettega could shoot, 
Brandts dashed In from behind 
and stuck his foot at the ball, hop- 
Ing to push It over for a corner. 
Instead, it went pas! Schrijvers, 
Into the net, and Schrijvers hurt 
himseli ss he collided with 
Branats. 

Krol, trying to stop another 
Italian attack, could only head the 
ball straight up into the air, to the 
Gelight of Rossi who shielded it 
well as it came down again, but his 
shot was fingertipped past the post 
by replacement goalkeeper 
Jongbioed. 

Jongbloed was reliable again as 
he saved a 20-metre shot by 
Benettl, but after about 30 minutes 
Holland started to push up — a 
sign of better things to come 

A good pass by Johnny Rep put 
Rensenbrink through the middle 
but Rensenbrink was marginally 
offside and, anyway, Dino Zoff 
deflected the shot past the post 

The first yellow card came out of 
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Spanish referee Marinez’s pocket 
and was flashed at Rep who had 
fouled Benettl Rep had been ask- 


ing for it, as he had continually dis- 
puted Martinez’s decisions. 

A few minutes later Benetti was 
shown the card for a foul on 
Rensanbrink. 

Looking back over the firat half, 
Tardelll was the outstanding 
player in midfield, Scirea was ox- 
celtent as sweeper, Benetti por- 
formed well and Bottega was 
dynamite In attack, especially 
when combining with Rossi.

Fullback Rodrigues Neto, in- 
jured against Argentina, failed a 
fitness test and Coutinho brought 
in Nelinho, 


Jacek Gmoch, Poland’s 
manager, made one change from 
the side that beat Peru 1-0 Preferr- 
ing Kasperczak to Maszteler. 


Glant goalkeeper Jan 
Tomaszewski, who had a slight 
hand injury earlier in the week, was 
again left out by Gmoch In favour 
of the less experienced Kukia. 


Drum beats echoed round the 
Statium as Brazil recaptured some 
of their flair and brilliance In an 
emotion-packed match 


Coutinho leaped to his feet with 
joy at the final whistle and hugged 
striker Robarto whose two second- 
half goals had swept the Brazilians 
to victory after they had seemed on 
the point of losing to Poland. 


Brazil grabbed the lead in the 
12th minute with a sizzling free kick 
from full-back Nelinho. 


Poland, dominating in midfield 
through Zbigniew Boniek, Adam 
Nawalka and Kazimierz Deyna, 
equalised one minute before the 
interval through Grzegorz Lato and 
seemed to be in total command 
when the second half began.

Brazil were always dangerous 
on the breaks with Cerezo sending 
a stream of long balls along the 
right wing to GI. 


Poland’s direct attack at the 
Brazilian defence often caused 


panic and in the 27th minute 
Poland claimed a penalty when 
Nawalka waa brought down. But 
the Chilean referes waved play on 
much to the annoyance of the 
Poles. 


There was plenty of drama in the 
opening minutes. Batista chopped 
down Nawalka and in the second 
minute Zic, breaking clear on the 
left, felf to the ground injured 
following a tackie by Maculewica. 


Zico was carried off and 
although he managed to get to his 
feet on the touchiine five minutes 
later he was still hobbling and 
Coutinho took him off and 
replaced him with Mendonca. 


The Brazilians were clearly rat- 
tled and in the 50th minute Men- 
doncea was booked for arguing.

“What a load of rubbish” was the chant 
from Canberra’s fans on Saturday as they 
crashed to their first home defeat of the 


season against Sydney Olympic. 


In victory Sydney Olympic didn’t look like a side 
holding down the second-to-bottom place on the 


League ladder. 


They played it hard — and 
although Canberra made most of 
the running, Olympic had what any 
team needs if it wants to win — bet- 
ter opportunism near goal, 

Veteran Scottish ace Billy Pirie 
was the man who did the damage 
—but Don Allan’s third goal for 
Olympic was one of the best seen 
in PSL soccer In Canberra all 
season 

Allan cracked a first time shot 
from 25 metres that rocketed into 
thé roof of the net Inches past the 
outstretcned fingers of Canberra 
keeper, Ron Tilsed. 

Even City fans applauded the ef- 
fort. 


Canberra coach Johnny Warren 
was bitterly disappointed and 
angry after the match — so much 
so that in one Canberra new- 
spaper the next day he was quoted 
a3 blaming “the British mafia” for 
picking Saturday's team. 


What he meant was that keen 
fans wanted certain UK players 
back in the squad,. players like 
transter-listed Brian Stoddart and 
midfielder, Jimmy Cant, who both 
played 

However, Warren has always 
been given absolute backing to 
pick his own team by City’s Board 
of Directors. They have never in- 
terfered with his decisions. 


In fact, Warren did himsolf little 
good on Saturday by sitting inside 
the control box at Bruce Stadium 
rather than on the players’ and 
coach's bench. 


But in one thing he was right — 
the team didn't play well, and that's 
the understatement of the year 

Why? Ask three people and you 
get three different views. Whatever 
the cause, City is now bottom of 
the ladder with one hell of a job 
ahead to pull back up table 

Canberra needs striking power 
up front. Equally, it needs method 
and some sign of constructive 
thinking once in with a chance to 
snoot 

Knowledgeable soccer fans will 
teach their own conclusions as to 
the cause for this situation. 

On Saturday Canberra started 
well and the 4,300 fans present 








gave them their usual rousing 
raception as they took the fisid, 

They started fast, attacked 
quickly and looked set for their first 
home win.

Marconi players come out on top in seven 
out of 12 classifications in our “all-star” 
squad based on form up to the half-way 
mark of the Philips League season. 

We have attempted to classify the best five 
players in each category, awarding points 


from five to one. 

The ratings are based on observations by “Soccer 
Action” writers in conjunction with the trend of voting in 
the JAT Player of the Year award. 

The twelve categories are: goalkeeper, right back, 
sweeper, stopper, left back, defensive midfield, midfield 
general, attacking midfield, right striker, central striker, 
left striker and utility player. 

Adding up total points gained, Marconi has 33 — 10 
more than second placed Footscray J.U.S.T., with West 
Adelaide Hellas third on 21 points. 

J.U.S.T.’s high placing is indicative of the high level of 
individua! ability in its squad — ability which, however, 
has failed to be rewarded by a general inability to score 
sufficient goals. 

Canberra’s great fighting qualities have resulted in a 
total of 13 points, only one less than fourth-placed 
Fitzroy Alexander. 

Canberra has suffered heavily from injuries this year, 
putting the burden on a hard nucleus of players, who 
have been forced to excel. 

The only team which failed to have a player included 
in the top five of any category is Sydney Olympic.

West Germany’s goalkeeper, Sepp Maier, 
broke two World Cup records against Italy 
— most World Cup appearances and the 
longest time for keeping a goal intact. 


The match against Italy was his 
17th in the World Cup, beating the 
record of Mexican goalkeeper, An- 
tonlo Carbajal, who took part in 
four World Cups. 

Mailer, who is only taking part in 
his third World Cup, had not had a 
goal scored against him in 449 
minutes — since the minute of the 
1974 final against Holland. 

This beat the record of 
England's Gordon Banks who kept 
his goal intact for 438 minutes dur- 
ing the 1966 World Cup finals.

Videla claims

BUENOS AIRES, — 
The associates from 
Argentina’s military 
government, run by an 
army general who isn’t 
much of a soccer fan, has 
claimed its own victory in 
the World Cup. 


To president Jorge Videla and 
his military colleagues, Argentina's 
successes on the Soccer field was 
merely a sideshow to the game of 
political football they played with 
the world’s most popular sports 
tournament 


Argentina had its best showing 
since the first World Cup in 1930. 

But before the 25-day sports 
competition ended, officials were 
hailing the success of its political 
aims — to stir national pride and 
defeat foreign critics who portray 
Argentina as a chaotic and violent 
place ruled by unpopular soldiers 


The campaign against us has 
diminished because of the dis- 
patches sent by foreign journalists 
covering the Soccer Cup.” said 
Labour Minister Horaclo Liendo, 
who spent half the month at a con- 
ference in Geneva. “The impres- 
sion we are giving in Europe is that 
of an honest and sincere people” 


Visitors gave Argentina high 
marks for the 38-game tour- 
naments smooth operation, the 
absence of terrorist violence many 
had feared. and the patriotic 
euphoria of tens of thousands of 
well behaved Araeantines who 


celebrated in the streets all night 
after thelr team's matches. 


“Only In Argentina,” wrote 
British journaliat tan Wooldridge, 
“can you take your ancient aunt or 
gorgeously dressed girlirlend to 
the stadium without any hassles — 
something no fonger certain in 
England because of soccer 
violence there.” 


Videla, a 52-year-old career 
military officer who rarely watched 
soccer until this month, told 
reporters after attending the 
matches that he was more in- 
terested in the Argentine crowds. 


“Their behaviour is the true face 
of Argentina. We are 4 winner, a 
winner in every sense,” he said. 


Two years ago, when the leftist 
guerrillas roamed the land and 
Isabel Peron was president, a 
World Cup tournament here 
looked impossible. But the armed 
forces seized power, convinced the
